Grand Trunk Railway to the family 
of the publicly-controllec roads will 
greatly strengthen the National sys- 
tem.

Smut Treatment for Oats 


Method Devised for Treating Oats 
Without Necessity of Drying 
Them. 


A method for treating oats for 
smut without entailing the necessity 
of drying them has been devised. In 
using this method one part of form- 
aldchyde is added to ten parts of 
water and applied to the oats by 
means of a common quart sprayer. 
Spread the grain out on a clean floor, 
canvas or wagon box. As the grain is 
shovelled from one'pile to another, 
each shovclful is sprayed with the 
spraycr held close to the grain. Use 
the solution in the proportion of ‘one 
quart of the, solution to five bushels 
of grain. Cover the grain with sacks 
or canvas have been sprayed 
thoroughly, and leave covered for 
four By using this small 
amount of the solution the seed is not 
wet, does not swell, and may be treat- 
ed any time before planting. This 
method is recommended by the au- 
thorities in Idaho. ;

Canada Will Mint Seven Million Nic- 
kels Next Year. 

If the resolution, notice of which 
was made in the house by Sir Henry 
Drayton, minister of finance, is pass- 
ed, Canada will shortly have a new 
kel metal. It is proposed to have 
the coin weigh 70 grains and to make 
it the same 6ize or very nearly the 
same size, as the new Canadian one- 
cent piece. 

The Americam five-cent piece which 
is popularly called a “nickel” and is 
the nicke! metal, is in reality only 25 
per cent. nickel and is per cent. base 
metal. 

As all Canadian metal mioney- 
pieces must have the same face the 
new piece will bear the familiar fea- 
tures of His Majesty and the words, 
“Georgius V Dei Gra Rex Et Ind.
